Board Reaches Accord With McClure Engineers

The Antioch Village Board reached 
agreement on an engineering contract with 
McClure Engineering at its regular board 
meeting on Monday, Aug. 18. Under the new 
contract; hourly rates have been simplified,

making it easier for the board to forecast 
engineering costs for any given project. 
After approving the contract, the board 
appointed McClure as the village engineer 
for the coming year. 

The board also authorized the signing of a 
plat for Westgate II subdivision'. This is the 
second phase of. the Westgate subdivision 
which is located east of Tiffany St. 

The building commissioner was instructed 
to work with the planning commission to 
review the design specifications on the 
current subdivision ordinance. The board is 
concerned that some of the specifications are 



outdated and will consider revisions to bring 
the ordinance up to date with current 
building standards. 

The village has had a bit of a problem 
keeping part-time police dispatchers: two 
part-timers hired in the last month have 
already quit. So the board authorized the 
police chief to advertise for and hire one full- 
time dispatcher to replace the two spots that 
were, till now, part-time. 

All current -liquor license holders in the 
village will be invited to attend a public 
meeting at the village hall at 8:30 p.m. on. 
Monday, Sept. 15. Antioch has never had a 



beer and wine only license, but the village 
has had some interest expressed in having 
such licenses available. Officials will discuss 
this proposal with current license-holders 
and members of the general public at this 
meeting. 

Village Clerk Marilyn Sterbenz said that if 
such a license is approved, it would be issued 
to restaurants for service bars. 

Due to the Labor Day holiday, the meeting 
regularly scheduled for Monday, Sept. 1, will 
be held on Tuesday, Sept. 2 at 7:30 p.m. A 
public hearing on the proposed tax levy will 
be held at 7 p.m. on the same night.

The Grass Lake School Board has named 
Anthony Przeklasa, of Downers Grove, to be 
superintendent of Grass Lake School Dist. 
36, thus, ending a six-month experiment in 
dual superintendency with Lotus School. ' 

Until two .weeks ago, Art Smejkal had ac- 
ted as superintendent of both Lotus and 
Grass Lake Schools. That ended when Lotus 
offered Smejkal a contract after an ex- 
tensive search for a superintendent, but 
Grass Lake took no action. 

Nobody seems to have much to say about 
why the experiment was ended, but both 
boards are happy- with the men they have 
chosen as their superintendent. 

Some who were involved in the 



negotiations suggested that Lotus was happy 
with the program, but that the Grass Lake 
School Board was concerned about main- 
taining its autonomy. Since Lotus hired 
Smejkal, who had been acting as the dual 
superintendent, that explanation seems 
plausible. Grass Lake School Board 
President Ardeen Harris had no comment 
when asked why the experiment was drop- 
ped. 

. In any case, both schools seem to be very 
happy with the superintendents they have 
chosen and are looking ahead to the coming 
year: 

For Smejkal, the appointment at Lotus

New Ordinances Will Speed 
Service And Save Lives

The Antioch Rescue Squad and Fire Dept. 
have successfully gotten two ordinances 
passed by the First Fire Protection Dist. of 
Antioch Twp. and the Village of Antioch that, 
officials say, will improve service and save 

lives. ' ' . 

The first ordinance will require each oc- 
cupied property in the village and fire 
district to display the address number in a 
location on the property so as to be clearly 
visible under all conditions from the street 
fronting the property. Passed in an e#Hft to 
speed response by all emergency attacks, 
the ordinance further requires that numbers 



shall be three inches high and be of con- 
trasting color to the background. No script 
numbers shall be used. 

Smoke detectors, which have been proven 
to be a life-saving tool, are now required in 
all residential properties. The requirements 
vary for single and multi-family dwellings,. 
Full information on the requirements can be 
gotten from the Fire Prevention Bureau.

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Minor Skirmish Marks 
Eve Of Hillview Hearing

On Wednesday, Aug. 13, representatives of 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agency 
(IEPA), the Illinois Attorney General's of- 
fice, and the McHenry County State's At- 
torney's office appeared in the courtroom of 
19th Judicial Circuit Court Judge Michael 
Sullivan seeking a temporary restraining or- 
der against Hillview Farms in Richmond. 

Owned by Arnold May, Hillview had been 



May and his attorneys responded to the 
charges by agreeing that they had pumped 
sludge into the pond in question, but May 
said that it had been part of an experiment to 
improve and maximize daily injection 
volume. They said that they had been 
removing the sludge from the pond before 
there was any court action. 

May said that the pond area was used as an 



accused of dumping raw sludge into a pond intermediate reservoir from which to pump 



to the umbilical unit while injecting in the 
"Shotliffe" fields, which are distant from the 
main Hillview tanks. He added that he never 
had any intention of using the pond as an in- 
termediate temporary (or holding) reser- 
voir. 

The judge's ruling indicated that com- 
plainants had made their point by entering 
most of the orders requested, but left it up to 
the pollution control board to make the final 
decision as to whether Hillview will continue 
operations. Judge Sullivan did not enjoin 
Hillview from accepting or injecting any 
more sludge, ruling that there was sufficient 
storage capacity to handle the job. 

The protracted battle which has gone on 
between Hillview and surrounding residents 
.since last fall is expected to finally come to 
an end after the hearing on Hi II view's ap- 
peals by the pollution control board later this 
month. The board will meet at Richmond 
High School on Aug. 28 and 29 to hear 
testimony on the appeal. Testimony will be

•Hillview submit to the court and plaintiff 
within 10 days, a plan for the installation of 
groundwater monitoring wells in the vicinity 
of the sludge pond and farm field. 

•Hillview be ordered to identify and, 
analyze the waste sludge in the sludge pond 
and farm field, and submit the analysis 
within 10 days to the court. 

-Hillview post a performance bond to en- 
sure that all remedial actions required by the 
court will be completed to the satisfaction of 
the court. 

-the court assess a civil penalty of $10,000

Baker and his 
wife, Cindy, were charged in February after 
allegations that they had mistreated horses. 
Three dead horses and two badly 
malnourished horses were discovered on 
their property by the Illinois Hoofed Animal 
Society. 

Cindy Baker was convicted and sentenced 
to one year of supervision and one day in jail, 
with credit for time served.

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Odors At Hillview Not Excessive: Thomson 



Editor's Nate: Mr. Thom- 
son refers la an experiment 
In July in which "pure clean 
water" was Injected as an 
experiment. On Aug. 13, Ar- 
nold may admitted in court 
that he had tested a piece of 
equipment by pumping 
sludge, not water, Into a 
depressed area of open field 
at Hillview Farms. See the 
related story In Ihls 
newspaper for further In- 
formation. 

This is the second of a series 
of articles giving another 
perspective on sludge and 
related problems in con- 
nection with the , Hillview 
Farms.

Farming has its 
drawbacks. How many of us 
could face the uncertainty 
that goes with farming and 
still smile? 

There's always the threat 
of it being too wet or too dry, 
of early fall frosts or late 



spring frosts of low prices 
and high costs, of weeds and 
insects and so on. 

Besides these, the farmer 
often incurs the wrath of ur- 
ban neighbors who can't un- 
derstand why he can't raise 
livestock without odors. Far- 
mers who feed livestock- 
cattle, hogs, sheep, poultry- 
are going to have odors 
whether we like it or not , 

Sometimes farm odors 
bother rural people but not 
often. Some farmers refer t 
the odors as "the smell of 
money," You can't have a 
barbecue or a good steak 
without livestock. 

Generally, the prevailing 
winds across Illinois blow 
farm odors from southwest 
and west to northeast and 
east. So, does it make sense 
to build a home on the lee 
side of livestock? 

If instead, you should build 
on the windward side, you 
will rarely experience odors. 
If you do, they will hardly be 
noticeable. Many or us have 
good imaginations. 

Take, for example, the 
time several years ago-and

repealed this year-that 
Hillview Farms owner Arnle 
May wondered If a lot of the 
complaints about odors 
came out of the imaginations 
of his neighbors. Those who 
witnessed the experiment 
this year will tell you that it 
worked. 

Instead of the 
manure/sludge mix nor- 
mally loaded into his ap- 
plication equipment, May 
loaded the tank with" pure 
clean water, He look the 
tank of clean water to the 
fields nearest the com- 
plainers and began to inject 
the water into the soil. 

The results were elec- 
trifying. Within minutes, the 
phones were ringing at the 
McHenry County Health 
Dept. and EPA office. The 
agencies were told that May 
was violating Ihe rules by in- 
jecting sludge and the "sten- 
ch" was unbearable. 

In July of this year, he 
tried it again. With witnesses 
this time, the same thing 
happened. Imagination can 
play tricks on most or us. 

What about the current 
situation? What about the 
mix of sludge and cattle 
manure which May collects 
in below-ground pits? Are 
powerful and pungent odors 
coming from these pits? 

Let's hear from the men of 
the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency who 
checked for odors 
throughout the past year 
from January to December. 
During that time 13 in- 
spections were made on the 
May farm, about one every 
month.

What did these reports 
show? Of the 13 Inspections 
for odors emanating from 
Hillview Farms, three were 
listed by the inspectors as 
"moderate," seven were 
listed as "slight," and two 
were listed as "not noted." 

Remember these in- 
spections were on the 
Hillview Farm. When they 
went to where the material 
was applied-siill on the 
farm-of the IT tests, the 
IEPA agents found 
"moderate" odors in two 
cases; Ihree were "slight." 
What about the remaining 
12? No odors whatever were 
reported. 

In the final set of tests by 
the Illinois EPA, they were 
taken mainly in the off-farm 
areas where .odors were 
reported. In 12 tests, one was 
found to have "moderate" 
odors, another registered 
"light," and the remaining 
10 reported "no odors." 

Here is what John 
Racvuori, the lEPA's En- 
vironmental Protection 
Specialist, had to say in his 
report: 

"No prior announcement 
was made to the farm's per- 
sonnel. Mr. Charles Kirk- 
patrick, the field sanitarian, 
reported that potassium per- 
manganate was being used 
Tor odor control. Slight odors 
were noticeable on the far- 
mstead. 

"Kirkpatrick said odors 
could not be detected off the 
farmstead. And no odors 
were noticeable on the 
roads." 

None of the complainants 



live on. the leeward side of 
the Hillview Farms, so there 
Is less chantc of them being 
bothered by odors and the 
IEPA makes it clear that the 
odors from the May farm 
shouldn't bother them at all. 
Besides, most farms in 
Illinois were established in 
the early 19th century before 
urban people got (he notion 
to build in Ihe country. 

As a lad growing up in Nor- 
thern Illinois, 1 noticed that 
hogs created a greater sten- 
ch than any other livestock. 
To get along with his neigh- 
bors, May has eliminated 
hogs from Ms farm. This has 
reduced the odors con- 
siderably. , 

When the IEPA inspectors 
checked the farm near the 



sludge/manure pits, they 
reported that an odor was 
present near the pits, but 
that 50 feet from the pits and 
still on the farm, odors were 
scarcely noticeable. 

May says he is willing to 
work closely with the com- 
munity to alleviate the odor 
problem, but he cannot.be 
expected to throw away the 
thousands of dollars he has 
invested in special equip- 
ment to handle the sludge. 
Besides, the sludge/manure 
mix Is building up a more 
productive soil for coming 
generations. 

May says the procedure 
for applying sludge should 
scarcely be noticeable to his 

neighbors.

Tightening The Clamps 



"Any member who violates the confidence 
of an executive session is acting outside his 
or her official capacity, acting in bad faith 
and acting with malice against the County of 
Lake." 

With this motion, the county board ef- 
fectively shut down further leaks of what is 
happening in negotiations on the Heartland 
lawsuit. Though the resolution seems, at first 
glance, to merely encourage members to 
shut up. it has teeth. Both the county board 
and its individual members are named in the 
pending suit. Naturally, the board chose to 
indemnify individual members from per- 
sonal liability resulting from any official 
actions. This resolution means that a county 
board member who gets caught leaking 
information could lose his indemnification, 
•finding himself personally responsible for 
damages that might be awarded by the 
court. Since the Heartland suit and the 
related Alter suit seek anywhere between $15 
million and $28.5 million in damages, such a 
loss of indemnification would mean almost 
certain financial ruin for any county board 
member if Heartland or Alter won a case. 

There is no doubt that governmental 
bodies have, and should have, the right to 
negotiate sensitive matters in secret. If they 
could not do so, very little sensitive business 
would ever get resolved. 

But that was not and is not the problem in 
this case. The people who leaked the details 



on the proposed Heartland settlement did not 
do so because they objected to secret 
negotiations: they had maintained the 
secrecy since negotiations began Inst fall. 

What raised the alarm was that it ap- 
peared that the county was ready to impose a 
settlement without giving the people affected 
anything other than a token opportunity to 
comment on it. That is the crux of the issue - 
while government has the right to negotiate 
in secret, when tentative agreement is 
reached, there is an obligation to provide full 
disclosure of the details and ample op- 
portunity for the public to consider the 
agreement before granting final approval. 

Settling this suit will involve giving zoning, 
providing government services to the 
development, and consideration of a landfill 
to be run by Waste Management in the area 
of Peterson Rd. and Rte. 83. When no lawsuit 
is involved in such matters, the public is 
given ample opportunity to comment, object; 
and ultimately reject the project. There is no 
reason why the general public should not 
have the same rights in this case. 

The county board has demonstrated that it 
is zealous in defending its right to maintain 
the integrity or executive sessions. The 
question now is whether the members will be. 
equally zealous in defending the right of the 
people to have more than a" mere formality of 
a hearing after tentative agreement is 
reached. 



Saving Transportation 



Village and township officials in Antioch, 
Avon, Grant and Lake Villa Twps. are 
working together to make transportation ser- 
vices more efficient and less costly. 

Most municipalities and townships have 
used federal revenue sharing funds to sup- 
port local transportation service. The loss of 
such funds threatened to cut these services to 
the bone. 

Virginia Harrington, clerk of Avon Twp„ 
responded to the problem by spearheading a 
drive to pool resources and coordinate ser- 



vices throughout County Board Dist. A. 

The response was outstanding. At a time 
when most communities are cutting back on 
transportation or even abolishing service en- 
tirely, Dist. 4 will expand and improve ser- 
vice for less money. 

It is to the credit of all the officials involved 
that they have been able to work together to 
preserve this vital service for the citizens of 
the area. It is an example of what local 
government, at its best, can accomplish. 



'Diamond' Languishes 



Considering the American public's 
fascination with air travel and the im- 
portance of aviation to society, it's sur- 
prising that more interest has not been 
shown in efforts to upgrade Campbell Air-" 
port, a privately owned facility south of the 
Grayslake-Round Lake area. 

In existance more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, Campbell is basically a recreational 
facility, although it is used for commerical 
purposes a little more every year. 

It is the commercial potential of Camp- 
bell, and its future importance to economic 
well being of central and west Lake County, 
that has caught the interest of a few local 
aviation enthusiasts, notably Mayor George 
Scherer of Round Lake Park, who has 
spearheaded efforts to get a federal grant for 
a study of Campbell's furture. We heartily 
endorse efforts to upgrade Campbell Airport. 

For worthwhile projects, the federal 
government always has made "big money" 
available for airport improvements. Just 
recently, the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration (FAA) approved over $7 million 
for Palwaukee Airport in Wheeling, the third 
installment of monies earmarked to upgrade 
the facility as it moves from private to public 
ownership. Palwaukee will be under the joint 
jurisdiction of Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling. 

Mayor Scherer frankly is concerned that a 
single village might not be the appropriate 



entity to husband the development of an air- 
port for commercial purposes, considering 
the magnitude of the job. But he is willing to 
plow ahead. He is to be lauded for his 
pioneering efforts. Of the various govern- 
ment entities underwhich an airport can be 
operated, a cooperative effort is virtually 
essential as exemplified by Palwaukee. But 
sometimes a cooperative effort designed t- 
broaden the support and management base 
runs on rough times as in the case of the Fox 
Valley Airport Authority where officials of 
DuPage and Kane County are squabbling 
over control. So the Campbell project con- 
tinues to limp along, a diamond in the rough. 
It's interesting to note how the grant of 
$7,002,598 for Palwaukee will be used: (Da 
noise compatability plan/study; (2) removal 
of obstructions; (3) construction and lighting 
of a taxi way and apron; (4) acquistion of 
land for development and approaches; (5) 
installation of fencing, and (6) an improved 
drainage system. 

It's not inconceivable that similar amounts 
of FAA money could be injected into Camp- 
bell Airport because of its unquestioned 
strategic importance. Normally, the local 
commitment is no more than five percent. 
We're convinced that Campbell Airport is a 
key part of economic development in this 
locality. It's a shame there isn't more in- 
terest in Campbell. 



Harvest Of Hope 



Corn is shoulder-high, there is a chilly nip 
in the morning breeze, and would-be gridiron 
stars are tackling dummies on high school 
practice fields throughout the Lakeland 
area. Another summer is about to give way 
to autumn. 

'Tis a glorious, mysterious season. The 
earth gives up her bounty, the chill in the air 
gives hints of trials yet to come, and the trees 
are made to howl as the wind relieves them 
of their leaves. But even as the earth con- 
vulses in the prolonged death rattle that 
tgnals the end of another productive season, 
i -..i and women gather their food and their 
wood in preparation for the winter that lies 
ahead. They are engaged in the harvest of 
hope.

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Facts About The Many Types Of Wild Dogs

Most people believe -there 
are only three or four types 
or wild dogs, hut there, sire 
really 3S different speeies. 

The first wild dogs lived in 
North America. After 
thousands of years they 
spread to all continents 
except for Antarctica. To 
survive in different ports of 
the world, their bodies 
developed in different ways. 
From Ihis come the dilferenl 
species. 

Some of the different ones 
are: groy fox, coyote, red 
wolf, maned woir. bush d<tg, 
fennee. Arctic fox. red fox, 
gray wolf, raccoon dog. 
dhole, hlnck-l incked jackal, 
hal-eared'lox. Alncan wild 
dog. and Ihe dingo. More 
than any group of predators. 



the wild dogs have adapted 
in more different places. 
They eat most anything and 
when meat is scarce, they 
eat plants and insects. 

They are good runners and 
they must be as they chase 
their prey for long distances 
and they have great en- 
durance. A coyote can reach 
the top speed of 40 miles per 
hour, ir the dog slays close to 
its prey it has o good chance 
to overtake it. The longer his 
legs are the more ground he 
can cover. His body is 
almost all muscle. 

The wild don -hunts in 
different ways os this 
de|M ; nds on their size. They 
often hunt small prey, but 
will team, up with others to 
hunt larger prey. It may 
toke two or three wolves to 
hunt a tlvvr ond in or 15 to 



hunt a big moose. 

A special strategy is used. 
First they separate a few ol 
the caribou from the herd. 
They single out a young or 
weak individual. One of 
them will start to hark and 
startle it The remaining 
pack will circle around and 
when it is startled and bolts, 
the wolves quickly surround 
it This is nature's means for 
survival. 

Dingos hunt in pairs for 
kangaroos. Jackals and 
other wild dogs become 
scavengers. They clean 
meal from the bones of a 
(lead animal. They clean up 
alter predators. The 'fox 
'hunts Tor small prey such as 
mice. The bat-eared' fox lives 
mainly on termites. With his 
ennurinous ears, he can hear 
c them running through the 



underground tunnels. 

A dog's nose can smell 
things that humans can't 
His nose is five times more 
surface area and smells 
from the air, things people 
would never smelt 

Even when it sleeps, a wild 
dog has his ears stand 
straight up. He can hear 
every sound made by other 
animals. Wild dogs have 
large pointed ears that act 
like big scoops to catch 
sound. In fact, his ears are so 
sensitive, that he can hear 
sounds too high-pitched for 
humans to hear. 

The powerful jaws and 
teeth are like a steel trap. 
When he catches his prey, it 
is nearly impossible for it to 
get away. 

Some of the wild dogs that 
were successful at survival 



now find it the worst time 
trying to live near people. As 
it becomes more difficult to 
find wild prey due to people 
moving into the wild land. 
the animal must survive on 
domestic animals that they 
can catch. 

Unless we do something. 
the different species will 
soon be gone. There arc 
already just a few gray 
wolves left and the red wolf 
can now be found only in zoos 
and wild animal preserves. 
These predators play an 




important role in nature. 
People must learn that these 
animals are no threat to us 
and they need large 
wilderness areas to live on 
their natural prey. They add 
beauty and balance to our 
world.

If you can't learn from mistakes in the kit- 
chen, you're in deep trouble at the dinner 
table. 

A couple years back, before I barbecued a 
beef brisket with sauce, all in foil, my wife in- 
sisted she boil it a bit for the sake of ten- 
derness. I gave in reluctantly. 

Out on the gas barbecue later, the brisket 
began to do a slow burn. I was cooking ribs, 
too, so I just pushed the foiled brisket to one 
corner of the grill. Instead, I should have 
checked the meat. In two words: it scorched; 
in several words: I did a slow burn. 

Alas, the foil and sauce prevented a total 
loss. 

Most recently, I prepared brisket again 
using the same barbecue sauce, and foiled it, 
but did not parboil. Anita offdred no resistan- 
ce. 

I barbecued the brisket along with chicken 
leg quarters, which took about an hour on low 
heat, covered. The brisket took, say 50 
minutes longer. I also checked on the meat 
after the second turn. 

An errant fork pricked the foiled brisket 
and I got burned by hot juices in the center of 
my right palm. I didn't fumble the brisket at 
the front door, however, and my wife came to 
the rescue. 

Anita applied toothpaste to the burn. 
Toothpaste? It didn't blister. It didn't hurt. It 
worked. 

Oh yes, the brisket was fine, too.

4-pound beef brisket 

Spread one tablespoon barbecue sauce on 
meaty side of brisket, secure in foil; place on 
gas barbecue in one corner of grill fatty side 
down; close cover and barbecue 90 minutes 
on low heat, turning twice. Remove brisket 
from foil, but leave on grill. Spread one 
tablespoon sauce over it and barbecue 10 
minutes, closed; turn over and repeat 
process.

Can Help Win Claim 



You can survive a flood without an ark. It's 
3 a.m. and a heavy rainstorm has caused the 
neighborhood storm drains to back up- into 
yoUr basement, or worse, into your house or 
store. How do you bail out with a minimum of 
loss? 

If your loss is large, Slu.UOO or more, con- 
sider hiring a public insurance adjuster. 
Public adjusters are most commonly known 
for their work with major commercial 
losses. But, they can be. of great help to 
homeowners and small business operators, 
most of whom are not aware of their existen- 
ce. 

"Public adjusters work for the claimant, 
hot the insurance company," said Lawrence 
Hyman, property insurance expert with 
Harry B. Hyman & Son of Evanston. "They 
prepare the claims on behalf of the victim. 
They are professionals and insurance com- 
panies feel comfortable. working with them. 
Because they can actually make life less 
complicated for the insurance company, 
they know exactly how to get the best, and 
fastest cash settlement." 

Public adjusers generally work on con- 
tingency basis for 10 percent of the cash in- 
surance settlement. So, if you are the victim 
of a flood, fire or other property disaster, you 
do not have to lay out any cash for their fee, 
until your insurace settlement comes 
through. 

Here are some of the services that come 
with a public adjuster: 

-INVKNTROY OF LOSS - The public ad- 
juster will climb through the muck and fish 
out every piece of property that you have 
lost. This would include valuable artwork to 
every lost pair of socks. 

Because their pay is based upon the size of 
your insurance settlement, il is in the ad- 
juster's interest to see that no insured item is 
overlooked." said Hyman. "Most people are 
traumatized by the event. They do not have 
the time or patience to be really detailed and 
may lose substantial legitimate insurance 
dollars." 

"When we had our flood, the public ad- 
juster and his crew spent the better part of 
two days going through the disaster that was 
our personal property." said Mrs. Jane W. of 
Highland Park. "I would have had a horrible 
time. Besides the grunginess of picking 
through items soaked with storm water and 
sewage. I was distraught by seeing 
irreplacable parts of our past destroyed." 

-PROPKRTY EVALUATION - Once the 
inventory has been made, the pricing of all 
the damaged or destroyed property begins. 
This is especially important if your in- 
surance policy covers the replacement costs 
of lost property. 

The public adjuster is equipped to 
establish the cost of the lost goods through a 
system of pricing from catalogs, retail 
stores, suppliers and the insured. 

"Our list of destroyed belongings ran a full 
24 single-spaced pages," said Mrs. W. "What 
records we had were lost in the flood and 
besides, who keeps records of the cost of 
goods purchased years ago. To find their 
present replacement value would have been 
impossible, even ir we had the time to take- 
off from work." 

GENERAL SUPERVISION OF THE 
RECOVERY - Immediately after being 
retained, the public adjuster takes charge. 
This includes advising the insured as to what 
temporary expenditures the victim can

make' that the insurance company will ac- 
cept, to ordering clean-up and repair crews. 

"Our public adjuster called a disaster 
crew to clean, dry and disinfect our home, 
arranged for the dumpsler to haul away the 
wreckage and the special dry cleaner to 
determine what of our damaged clothing was 
salvageable." said Mrs. VV. "He also found 
an appraiser for the artwork and fur- 
nishings." 

-NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE IN- 
SURANCE COMPANY - Mrs. W.'s public ad- 
juster got the insurance company's adjuster 
on to the scene quickly and established 
ground rules for handling the damage claim. 
"He handled everything. Aside from one 
meeting with the company adjuster, we 
never had to talk to anyone." said Mrs. \V. 

Unfortunately good public adjusters are 
hard to find. While public insurance ad- 
justers are licensed in about 38 stateb, that is 
no guarantee that your PA is competent or 
even honest. Many of the best do not ad- 
vertise or promote themselves. 

"Your best bet may be a successful 
referral. It's like finding a lawyer, relying on 
the yellow pages is like casting your fate on 
the throw of a dart," said one New York in- 
surance company adjuster. 

However, bad ones can be spotted with a 
hit of homework. 

--CHECK FIRST with your insurance 
agent and/or insurance company claims of- 
fice, or that of a friend. Ask for the names of 
a Tew public adjusters that they have found 
to be reliable. 

-AVOID AMBULANCE CHASERS - Avoid 
the PA who arrives at a disaster before the 
fire trucks. In those states licensing PAs, the , 
claimant is given the right to cancel his con- 
tract within a specified period of time. 

-CALL THE BETTER BUSINESS 
BUREAU - "It is unfortunate, but there are 
no clearing houses or associations that 
guarantee competence . or ethics among 
public adjusters," said Barry Goldfcdder 
with Theodore Spak & Associates in Chicago. 
Mrs. W.'s public adjuster. "Like many of our 
better colleagues, we do not advertise and we 
do not belong to any trade associations. This 
does not mean that those who do are bad. It 
does mean that a large body of quality ad- 
justers are hard to find." 

For pre-emptige protection. Hyman ad- 
vised, "First and foremost, get a good in- 
surance policy with full replacement 
coverage before the flood. Go with a com- 
pany that has a reputation for quick, dispute- 
free settlements."

Making ceramic things, from a begin- 
ners ashtray to a difficult Dresden doll, 



can satisfy a creative instinct even for 
people who have little artistic talent. 
Ceramic lessons have for years been a 




haven for housewives who just want to gel 
away from the kids, enjoy a little 
com radcry and yet still accomplish. 

.Working with the clay or green- 
ware( dried clay moldings)can be most 
soothing to frazzled nerves. One lady, who 
was dragged protestingly to ceramic 
classes by friends, ended -up, not only 
making a little money with what she lear- 
ned but the nerve-caused rash she had had 
on her hands for years, mysteriously 
disappeared. 

Whether or not it was working with the 
clay or just the fact that many tensions 
were released while she sanded and glazed 
away, was not really important. The 
results were what counted. 

While learning, she filled her house with 
ceramics, ranging from ashtrays to vases, 
to her favorite and most difficult project, a 
24 piece creche using three techniques. 

When she became more confident in her 
work, she started making special gifts for 
friends and relatives. 

Eventually she began to hold small 
demonstrations at friends' homes using 
ceramics she had made herself and 
borrowing some of those gifts for samples. 

People who attended the demonstrations 
were thrilled to be able to order her wares 
in colors of their own choosing. Some of the 
customers were even able to to come up 
with a little customizing that she was able 
to do. 



Because she was still paying retail 
prices, which include retail cost of 
materials and separate charges for each 
firing, she didn't make a lot on each order, 
but was able, after working her rashless 
fingers to the bone, to clear enough to buy 
a new diningroom set. 

Places that sell greenware and give 
lessons have been springing up 
everywhere with increasing popularity. 
Besides being offered through many park 
ditricts, recreation centers and YWCAs, 
ceramic lessons are available from some 
who teach in their homes and others who 
have made a profitable business, not only 
by giving the lessons and selling the 
materials to their students, but by selling 
the greenware wholesale to other ceramic 
studios and schools.

Can You Be Too Smart?

There is an old saying that "he was too 
smart for his own good." 

Is it really possible to be too intelligent? 
Most of us would probably say no. Yet if 
someone offered us the chance to cither be 
more intelligent or happier, chances arc 
we'd opt for an cxlr'a dash of happiness.

•'Teach one, reach many" — the concept 
sounds simple, but it's that very thought 
that keeps Lake County Cooperative Ex- 
tension Advisors Barbara Dahl and Irene 
Green scrambling when they start plan- 
ning for the program's fall classes, 

"I don't know what the word 'bored* 
means/' Dahl laughs. 

Since its beginning in 1914, the Extension 
has always counted on this "ripple effect" 
of teaching to spread information to 
residents in all parts of the county. 

"We train leaders in groups of about 45. 
They, in turn, go out and lead classes to the 
different Homemakers Extension clubs," 
Dahl said. "That's one of the reasons we 
can do so much." 

Affiliated with the University of Illinois- 
Champaign College of Agriculture, the Ex- 
. tension Service "takes the university's 
research and translates it to information 
that people can use," Dahl said. 

But the program has come a long way 



since the days when canning, horticulture 
and general health tips made up its core of 
classes. 

Whether its learning to identify toxic 
household chemicals, financial 
management, disaster preparedness or 
buying a car, today's Extension courses 
reflect the interest of a society concerned 
about social and health issues. , 

"People call in with all kinds of 
questions," Dahl said. "That's how most 
of our courses get started. You might say 
we're like a clearinghouse." 

Inevitably, the two women are called 
upon to design a program for a topic they 
know nothing about. "We're always lear- 
ning," Dahl says. 

With the help of outside resources and a 

- program council, whose members 

represent a variety of age groups and 

backgrounds, new classes are constantly 

being created.

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Tae Kwon Do Lessons In Self Discipline

Although the normal span or learning 
can run from the kindergarten through 
post college graduate work, many people 
take extracurricular classes both during 
and after their official "school" years. 

There arc the ambitious learners who 
are always searching for new information 
and constantly trying to widen their scope 
of knowledge. 

There arc those who take one or more of 
the myriad of self improvement classes for 
just that reason, to make themselves a bet- 
ter alt around person. 

Then there are those who take fun 
classes that teach them how to do things 
they enjoy. 

Karate and Tae Kwon Do classes have 
been gaining popularity as steadily as the 
physical fitness craze has been growing. 

Tom Myers, owner and teacher of Chan- 
dler's Family Fitness Center in Lin- 
denhurst capsulizes his classes as "classes 
in self discipline"in many senses of that 
phrase. 

Mastery of the marshal arts can bring 
one a sense or physical and mental well 
being, as well as an increased sense of self 
confidence and self control.

Though many think they are just going 
to learn to throw people around and defend 
themselves with their feet as well as their 
hands, they soon learn that these are not 
really lessons in being agressive, but in- 
stead, if learned properly, are classes in 
developing awarness of one's inner self 
and learning how to read a situation 
quickly. 

As Tae Kwon Do teaches character 
development it instills an inner sense of 
well being and self confidence. People 
properly trained in the marshal I arts use 
their training everyday but contrary to 
popular belief, that training is not used 
physically unless at last resort. 

"Children are urged to impart and share 
what they've learned to other children. 
They think that this is great. How often has 
an eight-year-old something to teach 
someone else?" 

The development of self control, the 
gaining of self-esteem (all possible if 
properly trained in the marshall arts)can 
be used by children and adults alike in 
most if not all phases of their lives, from 
the academic and business world down to 
the social whirl.

"It'll take approximately six to 
eight weeks for us to gel this to you," is the 
answer you get instead of the merchandise. 

Nobody wants to spend the money or 
devote space to keeping an inventory much 
deeper than the sample of the product. 
• Hey, when it comes to gifts, I do well to 
remember dates and get motivated towards 
gift buying a week before such an occasion. 
At that rate one has to work two months to a 
quarter of a year ahead. 

Another problem is that cither payment in 
full or a substantial deposit is usually 
required before ordering a product. 

1 don't know about everyone else, but with 
costs being what they are, I do well to pay for 
necessities and luxuries called for from 
paycheck to paycheck, forget forking money 
out that far ahead of time. 

Now I would never infer that a salesperson 
would tell a fib just to make a sale, but, 
sometimes they greatly underestimate how 
long it will really take to fill the order.

Taking both this and the usual waiting 
period into consideration, one is lucky to 
receive ordered merchandise before it goes 
completely out of style.

It seems that some body shops are 
requiring a check from the insurance 
company before they even order the parts to 
fix a wrecked car. And many of them are so 
busy(a testation cither to driving abilities or 
the fact that a 90' pound woman can kick a 
dent on a new car while wearing gym 
shoesHhat there is a two or more week wait 
before they even start considering your 
vehicle. 

Since the fine print in many car insurance 
policies does not mention paying for a rental 
car in such cases, what does a person do in 
this automated society without a car for 
several weeks, especially locally, where 
public transportation to and from jobs does 
not abound?

Smithey has been a 
teacher, principal and ad- 
ministrator. He said he has 
enjoyed all three facets of 
education. 

"I enjoyed them all. They 

all have different challenges 

and responsibilities," " 'he 
said.
